Boothe & City signs settlement -

A settlement has been reached to 
avert a threatened lawsuit against the 
City of Elba and the Water & Elec- 
tric Board by Administrative Assist- 
ant Pat Boothe, 

The agreement was reached be- 
tween Mrs. Boothe, City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan and Mickey Mur- 
dock, Chairman of the Water & 
Electric Board on November 20th 
and finalized on November 23rd. 

Mrs. Boothe had written the W & 
E members and city officials through 
her Montgomery lawyer after she 
had been fired by Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood, shortly after he was sworn 
into office. 

The letter from her lawyer said 
she was released in violation of the 
merit system guidelines, 

The settlement calls for her to re- 
tain her position with no indications 
in her personnel file of any break in 
employment. 

A condition of the agreement, re- 
peated in similar words three times 
in Section 1 of the agreement, is 

. that: “Patricia M. Boothe does here- 
by release, discharge, acquit and ab- 
solve each of her employers named 
above from all claims arising or 
created prior to the execution of this 
agreement which have resulted from 
her dismissal from employment ...” 

She will work upstairs in the Elba 
Police Department and will report 
directly to W & E Chairman Mickey 
Murdock. Both the workplace and 
supervisor are to be in force as long 
as Ricky Haywood remains Mayor 
“or until such sooner time as may be 
mutually agreed upon between the 
parties,” 

The agreement states, “At the ex- 
piration of Mayor Ricky Haywood’s 
term as mayor of the City of Elba 
Patricia M. Boothe shall retum to 
work at the Elba Municipal Build- 
ing.” 

If Murdock resigns or is removed 
from the W & E Board, Mrs. Boothe 
will then be answerable directly to 
the W & E Board, 

Murdock’s direct supervision of 
this employee will expire upon the 
expiration of Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood's term in office as mayor of 


the City of Elba. 
Her duties, according to the 


Water and Electric Board, and/or 
any of their members, officers or 


agreement, shall include auditing council members.” 


and double checking monthly meter 
readings; auditing and double check- 
ing monthly ‘utility bills to custom- 
ers; inventorying and insuring accu- 
racy of meters; and such other 
clerical or administrative duties as 
may be assigned by Mickey Mur- 
dock or the Water and Electric 
Board,” 

Mrs. Boothe will be provided 
with a suitable typewriter and a com- 
puter terminal. 

A monetary compensation of 
$5,750 is called for in the settlement. 
This is “compensation for loss of 
earnings, attorney’s fees, travel ex- 
pense, interest on borrowed funds 
and all other consequential and inci- 
dental damages and expenses in- 
curred by her.” 

Sections 11 and 12 of the settle- 
ment call for confidentiality on the 
part of all parties of the settlement. 
“Neither party shall disseminate, dis- 
tribute or share any of the terms of 
this agreement with any other person 
or entity for any purpose, except in a 
court of law in an action for the 
breach of any portion thereof. 

The settlement states in more than 
one place that the employers don’t 
admit any fault or wrongdoing. The 
expressed reason for making the set- 
uement is, “...to avoid the expense 
and unwanted publicity of further lit- 
igation by any employees or former 
employees of the City of Elba or the 
W and Electric Board,” 

Mrs. Boothe agreed: “(a) to main- 
tain extreme confidentiality as to the 
terms of this settlement; (b) Not to 
divulge the terms of this settlement 
...t0 any other employee or former 
employee...: (c) Not to advise, coun- 
sel, assist, encourage or in anywise 
participate with any other employee 
or former employee in any claim, 
grievance or legal proceedings aris- 
ing out of employment with the City 
of Elba or the Water and Electric 

Board; (d) Not to offer any testimo- 
ny, statement, disposition or affida- 
vit on behalf of any employee or for- 
mer employee which may be used as 
evidence in a court of law; and spe- 
cifically not appear in any court as a 
witness against the City of Elba, its

Anonymous phone call leads 
to confidential document

In perfect James Bond fashion 
The Elba Clipper received a copy of 
a confidential settlement made re- 
cently between Mrs, Pat Boothe, The 
Elba Water and Electric Board and 
the City of Elba. 

The information was obtained af- 
ter an anonymous phone call told a 
staff member, “the information you 
want is on the porch of the old 
school.” A plain manila envelope ly- 
ing on the steps of the old Elba High 
School contained a copy of the eight 
page settlement. An _ Enterprise 
newspaper had received a copy in 
the mail ... again from an anony- 
mous source, 

This newspaper had quietly point- 
ed out to the parties involved that it 
was not legal to make such settle- 
ments confidential. Alabama law 
says it was public business and pub- 
lic money involved and can’t be con- 
fidential. 

A recent case in Oxford, AL was 


cited to support the contention. In 
that case a lawsuit was filed by a 
newspaper to obtain the results of 
the setuement. The judge ruled the 
Open Records laws defiantly apply 
and gave the city five days to release 
the information and pay the cost of 
the lawsuit. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood said earli- 
er this week that originally he and 
the city attorney were the only peo- 
ple with copies of the settlement. 

Haywood said he had a copy in 
the breakroom of city hall prior to 
the November 23rd city council 
meeting, showing it to Water & 
Electric Board members who were 
party to the settlement. He isn’t sure 
what happened to his copy and feels 
those surfacing now are copied from 
the one which were originally in his 
working papers. 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan said 
late Tuesday the settlement might 
have fallen through already because 


the money called for in the agree- h 


ment hasn't been paid.

Elba mayor arrested for harassment

NOTE; This newspaper doesn't 
normally report misdemeanors. 
However it is felt the prominence of 
the parties, uniqueness of the cir- 
cwnstances and one party allegedly 
acting in his official capacity as 
Mayor of Elba warrant this public 
airing of the charges and ultimate 
outcome of the case. 


Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood has 
been charged with harassment by 
former Mayor Fred Moore. 

Moore charges the harassment 
took place on Wednesday morning, 
November 25, 1992 (last week). He 
explains he was in the office of for- 
mer City Clerk Pat Boothe, upstairs 
over the police station talking with 
her about a request he had received 
in the mail from city hall, 

He explained that a typographical 
error had been made in the minutes 
of a meeting while he was mayor

and a clerk wanted him to sign a cor- 
rected set of minutes, 

“I don't think I can legally do 
that,” Moore said, He further ex- 
plained that minutes would have to 
be signed by himself and the city 
clerk - Mrs, Boothe - and he was 
there discussing with her the legality 
of such signing. 

He said Haywood came down the 
hall and asked, “Is there a conven- 
tion going on up here?” 

Reportedly that was followed by 
ordering Moore out of the building, 
following him down the hall, down 
the stairs and to his tuck. Moore 
says he was told to stay out of that 
building and all other city buildings 
because he was no longer mayor, 

A warrant, signed by Moore, was 
issued on the harassment charge 
Monday afternoon. He said Tuesday 
night he hoped this would prevent 
him any further embarrasement as he 
continued to live here and conduct 
his personal basiness. 

_ Haywood reported to the county 
jail Tuesday night after closing his 


drug store and was processed on the 
misdemeanor charge, 

The charge is a Class C Misde- 
meanor, Upon conviction, it is pun- 
ishable by up to $500 fine and/or up 
to three months in the county jail. 


a neighbor who had gone looking for 


_ the young man after an organized 


search was begun. 

Reportedly, Jinright was last seen 
on Saturday walking into the woods 
in the vicinity of where his body was 
later found by the neighbor. 

Coffee County Coroner Bobby 
Baker pronounced the victim dead at 
the scene at approximately 3:00 p.m. 
and the body was removed from the 
scene by the DFS (Department of 
Forensic Science), 

An autopsy will be performed in 
Montgomery to determine the exact 
time and cause of death 

The incident is being investigated 
by Coroner Baker, the Coffee 
County Sheriffs Department, the 
12th Judicial Circuit District Autor- 
ney’s Office, and the Alabama de- 
partment of Forensic Science. 

The victim is the son of Mr, and 
Mrs, Starling Jinright of the Victoria 
Community, 

Starling Jinright was a candidate 
for the District 2 Seat on the Coffee 
County Commission during recent 
elections,

ELBA TIGERS PULL OUT ANOTHER MIRACLE WIN 


The Elba Tigers weren't supposed to win in the second round of the 
playoffs down in Mobile, and Friday night after both teams had one posses- 
sion it looked like there was no way the Tigers could win against powerful 
Southern Choctaw. The Tigers lost six yards on their first possession, while 
Southern Choctaw drove in for a touchdown with the aid of two controver- 
sial calls by the referees that nullified what looked like two turnovers, It ap- 
peared that Southern Choctaw had too many athletes for the Tigers to de- 
feat, and it also appeared that for the second week in a row the Tigers 
wouldn't get any breaks from the refs. 

The Tigers never did get any breaks from the refs, but did get a big break 
late in the game when a snap on a punt sailed over the punter's head, and 
the Tigers cashed in on the break to score a touchdown and post the hard 
earned 7-6 win, 

The Elba offense was again limited Friday night due to a number of inju- 
ries, and when you add in the Southern Choctaw defense, it wasn't a sur- 
prise that the Tigers had problems moving the football. However, the 
biggest problem the Tigers had wasn't because of the injuries, or even the 
Choctaw defense, it was the Tigers inability to hold on to the football that 
kept the Tigers from moving the ball and possibly putting points on the 
scoreboard. Elba's longest drive of the night was a 26 yard effort that killed 
the clock late in the game and insured the win, while the touchdown drive 
covered only six yards and took four plays. The Tigers did show signs of 
moving the football, but lost fumbles on a third and five at the Elba 43; a 
tirst ard ten at the Elba 42; a first and ten at the Choctaw 37 and a first and 
ten at the Choctaw 47. Elba had good field ,usiiicn or all occasions and 
twice had moved to first downs before turning the ball over. ‘The vurnovers 
killed the Tigers’ offensive effectiveness, but the offense did push in the 
touchdown after the big Choctaw turnover and then moved to two first 
downs with the game on the line in the closing minutes. The case of fumbli- 
tis had the Tigers in critical condition; however, the Tigers survived, barcly, 
and this week will get a chance to overcome the dreaded disease. 

What can you say about the defense that everyone who was at the game 
hasn't already said? The Elba defense may have played one of its best 
games ever Friday night against Southern Choctaw, and the effort will be 
one long remembered by all Tiger fans. The defense was outweighed all 
across the front, but outhit the Choctaw offense and either prevented any 
gain or knocked the Indians for a loss on 18 of Southern Choctaw's 48 plays 
from scrimmage. Bryce Phillips and Aaron Smith combined for almost half 
of the negative yardage plays, but everyone on defense made big plays and 
shared in the effort. Bo Boyd may have played his best game of the season 
at tackle, Teddy Burks had some big hits from his safety spot, Jamie Brock- 
ton had some big plays at linebacker, and the secondary made many big 
plays to keep the Indians from breaking big plays of their own. It was sim- 
ply an outstanding defensive effort and one that I'll never forget. 

Southern Choctaw had a great football team loaded with athletes and 
played well enough to win the football game. It just happened that the Indi- 
ans made one big mistake and that Elba came to play and showed why the 
Tigers are one of the state's winningest high school teams. The Elba win 
showed the pride that the Tigers have had for years, and years, and showed 
what makes Elba Tiger football so special to its players and fans!

"It seems like we have been play- 
ing tough teams all season long," 
stated Elba's Coach Mack Wood, 
"and Ashville is just another tough 
team that is well-coached and out- 
standing on both sides of the ball."

Elba's Coach Mack Wood reached a coaching milestone Friday 
night when the Elba Tigers handed him his 200th coaching victory 
with a 7-6 playoff win over Southern Choctaw. 

Coach Wood, in his 16th year at the Elba helm and his 25th year 
in coaching, came to Elba in 1977 to rebuild the Tiger football pro- 
gram, and has done just that as he has guided the Tigers to a 136-49 
record during his tenure, including a state championship in 1989, 

"For a coach to get 200 wins means thet he has coached a long 
time and that he has been lucky enough to coach some quality 
young men," stated Wood. "Winning 200 games is special, but it is 
more of an accomplishment for the players than the coach, I had 
won 64 games before I came to Elba, which is a long way from 200, 
and so, it is clear that the players I've coached here in Elba have 
been excellent football players and super young men." 

"I never mentioned to the players that a win last weck would be 
my 200th," said Coach Wood, "because I wanted them to win the 
football game for themselves, and not for me. A coach is only as 
good as the players he coaches and I have been lucky everywhere 
I've been to coach some quality players." 


Probably the key to their clfense is 
their offensive line, where they have 
solid players that are fundamentally 
sound and do an outstanding job 
blocking. The line has good size and 
is really aggressive,” 

"Over on defense," said Wood, 
"they run a 50 look and do different 
things out of it. They are real tough 
to run wide against because of their 
two outside linebackers, but at the 
same time are hard to run against in- 
side, because their best player plays 
middle linebacker and simply goes 
to the football. They are real aggres- 
sive on defense and get to the foot- 
ball.” 

"Ashville has never had a lot of 
success in the playoffs," added 
Wood, "and they are excited about 
being in the semifinals and going af- 
ter a state championship.

a balanced offense and not tum the 
ball over," Wood stated. "We won't 
be able to not complete any passes 
and have any chance at all of win- 
ning. We'll need to throw effectively 
and throw well to move the football 
against their defense, Our line will 
have to continue blocking well and 
our backs will have to run hard and 
hold on to the ball.

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Town of New Brockton’s annual audit not necessarily good

Reviewing the annual audit, ap- 
proving bills, approving new budget, 
executive session and accepting res- 
ignation were the highlights of New 
Brockton’s Town Council mecting 
Monday evening. 

The town’s auditing firm, Carpen- 
ter Bevis & Eberhart of Dothan, had 


some good news for council mem- 
bers, but they also had some bad 
news. 

The town received an unqualified 
opinion, the type, according to the 
auditors, that you would want to re- 
ceive. 

An unqualified opinion means 
that in the opinion of the auditors, 
the audit represents fairly, in all ma- 
terial respects, the financial position 


of the Town of New Brockton as of 
September 30, 1992, 

Council members were told by 
the auditors that there was some con- 
cern for the “red ink” in the general 
fund. In the general fund, there was 
a deficit of $36,000. In the auditor’s 
words, “this means that if we closed 
the doors, took everything in that 
was owed to us and tried to pay 
everything we owed we would be 


New Brockton Rescue Squad resumes operation

The New Brockton Rescue Squad 
resumed operation on Monday after 
being out of commission for almost 
two years. 

Squad members answered their 
first call Monday afternoon soon af- 
ter being licensed by the State Emer- 
gency Medical Services to resume 
operation. 

The crew responding to the medi- 
cal emergency reported that the run 
went off without any problems. 

The squad’s license was re-issued 
by EMS on December 1 after a more 
rigorous than normal inspection. 


Squad members’ credentials as well 
as equipment were checked by state 
officials before giving its approval 
for the unit to be placed in service, 

Although the licenses were issued 
on December 1, the squad was not 
placed into service until Monday. 
This was done because squad mem- 
bers held several meetings to elect 
officers, prepare a duty roster and to 
become familiar with the rescue unit 
and where all the equipment was 
stored. This was done to ensure that 
the squad was ready when the call 
for help came. They were ready! 

Due to a drop in membership and 
the availability of trained personnel 
to respond to emergency calls, the 


New Brockton Rescue Squad ceased 
operation almost two years ago. 

There had been rumors of prob- 
lems within the squad and unfound- 
ed stories of a pending lawsuit. 

According to the squad’s new 
Captain Teri Brown, the only reason 
the rescue squad ceased its operation 
was because of the shortage of quali- 
fied personnel. 

New Brockton’s Mayor Kathryn 
Holley, in announcing that the res- 
cue squad was back in operation, 
commented that there was not and 
has never been a lawsuit against the 
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$36,000 short of doing that as of 
Sept. 30, 1992, 


The auditors said that this matter 
needs to be address because “it could 
hamper the town's borrowing of 
funds.” 

Things that can be done are cut 
expenses and/or raise revenue - tax- 
es, garbage fees or whatever the 
council may consider doing. It was 
also suggested by the auditors that 
the Water and Sewer Board could 
possibly pay a little more overhead, 

Auditors told council members 
that the Water and Sewer Board is 
“making progress and improving - 
getting a little bit better each year.” 

Council members were asked to 
review the audit in detail and ask 
any questions that they may have af- 
ter doing so. 

Going on to other business, the 
council approved payment of the 
month’s bills totaling $3,704.37. 

During the discussion on the bills, 
it was noted that several of the repair 
bills on the fire truck, police cars, 
etc., were a little high. The council 
voted that any “routine repairs - non- 
emergency type“ in excess of $50 
will have to have prior approval of 
the council. It was further noted that 
these repairs, if at all possible, be 
done on a bid basis by auto repair fa- 
cilities located in New Brockton.

New policy on CDLs 
begins Jan. 1, 1993 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety will no longer exempt 
commercial drivers from road skills 
tests beginning Jan, 1, 1993, 

The department will accept and 
process the grandfathering certifi- 
cates only through December 31, ac- 
cording to Lt. J. A. Byrd, head of the 
Commercial Driver License Unit. 

Under the new policy, all Ala- 
bama CDL applicants must take a 
road skills test along with a written 
exam, 

Grandfathering forms received af- 
ter Dec, 31 will be discarded, 

Since testing began in October 
1990, Public Safety allowed “grand- 
fathering” of applicants with two 
years experience in the type vehicle 
for which they were applying for a li- 
cense, No road skills test was re- 
quired, 

Approximately 90 percent of the 
more thar 108,000 commercial driv- 
ers licensed by Public Safety were 
grandfathered, However, virtually all 
Current applicants are new commer- 
cial drivers who do not have the ex- 
perience to qualify for licensing 
without the road skills test, 

Another change, effective January 
1, requires CDL applicants to submit 
a U.S, Department of Transportation 
Medical Form completed in its en- 
tirety, Currently applicants submit 
only the Medical Examiner's Certifi- 
cate card, while the physician retains 
the long form, 

Drivers exempted from the DOT 
medical from requirement are city, 
county, state and federal government 
employees and those who drive 
church vans or buses. 

The State Department of Educa- 
tion will continue to conduct road 
skills test for school bus drivers. If 
the applicant possesses a school bus 
certificate and is employed by the 
board of education, the road skills 
tests is not necessary at the CDL site.
